ed on the coast of New Zealand, run- 
ning to Melbourne and Sidney. She 
was between Port Chalmers, port ol 
Duotoo and Bluff, the last pltce ol call 
before goiag to Melbourne. 
When the 


vessel first struck the sea was compara- 
tively calm, and it was thought no lives 
would be lost, but a heavy swell set in 
and the steamer settled down on the 
rock* and was washed over by the 
waves. The crew and passengers hud- 
dled at last on the forecastle and in tbe 
rigging, and as they became exhausted 
were gradually washed off into the sea. 
The vessel struck at 5 o'clock Friday 
morning. By 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon all the men and children badjbeen 
washed off the forecastle. A few of 
the strongest of the men hung on to the 
rigging till night. About 2 o'clock on 
Saturday morning a cry wa* heard by 
those on shore, as tbe mast fell into the 
•ea, and when morning dawned there 
was scarcely a vestige of the wreck. 
Between *ixty and seventy bodies were 
washed ashore, most of wbioh are iden- 
tified. The majority have^been buried 
on a piece of ground near the coast 
About 130 live* were lost.
